The Fifty-second Annual Ordinary General Meeting of Boots 
Pure Drug Company, Limited, was held on 6 June 1940. 

The Right Hon. Lord Trent, chairman of directors, said :— 
As usual, | assume we may take the accounts as read. 

Freehold properties are up £120,668, plant and fittings £86,220, 
stock-in-trade shows the substantial increase of £743,423. Sundry 
debtors are up £188,531, whilst amounts owing by subsidiary 
companies show a reduction of £93,698. 

On the other side of the balance sheet sundry creditors and 
provision for contingencies show an increase of £762,634. Up 
to date we have spent more than £150,000 on A.R.P., and as far 
as we can see there is unlikely to be any further large sum re- 
quired under this heading, but as it is impossible to foretell 
what buildings will be required during the war, or indeed after 
it, we have made up the works development reserve to £100,000. 
The freehold property reserve has been increased by £29,298. 

Las: year I said that under the conditions then obtaining your 
directors considered it prudent to have a substantial contingen- 
cies reserve. ‘To-day that is, obviously, even more desirable, 
and we have accordingly transferred £250,000 to that fund, 
bringing it up to £750,000. 

Let me now revert to the matter of our stock-in-trade. You 
will appreciate that essential medicines are a vital need for 
the country alike in peace and in war. Therefore your directors 
regarded it as their duty to make sure, as far as was humanly 
possible, that the supplies would be in the right place when 
they were wanted. Although this country is infinitely better 
placed than it was in 1914 to supply essential medicines and fine 
chemicals, a good many of the raw materials, particularly those 
of a vegetable origin, come from abroad. 

It was in order to safeguard the supplies to the public that 
we built up a substantial increase in stock, a large proportion 
of which has already been turned into finished products and is 
stored all over the country. Remembering the transport diffi- 
culties during the past winter and the not remote possibility of 
further interruptions of transport in the coming months, I am 
sure you will agree with this policy. I need hardly say that all 
these stocks have appreciated in value since they were bought, 
but following our established policy, our prices have only been 
increased and will only be increased when our costs make it 
necessary. 

In concentrating our main effort, as we have done, on essential 
medicines and surgical supplies, we have not always been able to 
provide full supplies of our whole range of toilet preparations. 
I am satisfied that our shareholders and customers will agree that 
at a time like the present we must subordinate the semi-luxury 
side of the business to the medicinal side. They can, however, 
rest assured that we shall continue to offer a reasonably wide 
range of toilet requisites as long as raw materials and containers 
are available. 

Turning now to the profit and loss account, you will see that 
our trading profit, after providing for contributions to staff 
pension funds, management remuneration, compulsory war risks 
insurance, and all forms of taxation, i.e. income tax and E.P.T., 
amounts to £980,851, an increase of £29,842. 

Repairs and renewals and provision for depreciation all show 
increases, and we are left with a net profit for the year of 
£782,467, an increase of £6,175. 

After payment of all preference and preferred ordinary divi 
dends, and of four quarterly dividends of 6 per cent., less tax on 
ordinary shares, we have a balance of £301,717, which together 
with the balance brought forward amounts to £550,441, against 
£642,272. 

For many years your directors have recommended the payment 
of a bonus of 3d. per share (free of tax) on the ordinary shares, 
but the introduction of the Limitation of Dividends Bill made 
this no longer possible, since the rise in income tax has the effect 
of increasing a tax-free bonus. 

Your directors, therefore, recommend the payment of 4.1379d. 
per share (less tax) on the ordinary shares, which is the gross 
value of a bonus of 3d. per share (free of tax at 5s. 6d. in the £). 
This absorbs £68,965, which together with the allocations already 
mentioned will leave £199,711 to be carried forward to next year. 

We have easily had a record year for sales both at home and 
abroad, but practically the entire profit on the increased volume 
has been absorbed, as I have said, by increased taxation, etc., 
and we are left with a smaller net profit than in 1937, when 
both our volume of trade and trading profit were considerably 
less than this year. ; 

These results have been achieved under quite exceptionally 
arduous working conditions and with a staff inadequate for our 
requirements, for already over 1,300 have left to join the Forces. 
And though we have engaged temporary staff to the number of 
1,650 to take their places, the amount of work has been so 
great that the new members of the staff have not made up for 
the experienced ones we have lost. 

There is all the more reason, therefore, to pay a_ special 
meed of praise this year to the staff of the offices, laboratories, 
warehouses, and shops for their excellent work in most trying 
circumstances, and I know that you would like me to place on 
record our thanks for and appreciation of what they have done. 
Alike in the works and in the branches, they have responded 
splendidly to all the calls made upon them, and this in spite 
of the fact that they were often short-handed owing to the 
calling up of staff for the Services and to absences through 
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sickness during the exceptionally hard winter. In spite of all 
these difficulties we have received many tributes to their smiling 
and helpful service to their customers, and I have the fullest 
confidence that we can rely upon their devotion to duty and 
their courage in the stern days that lie ahead of us. 

In addition to those who have joined the Forces, more than 
5,500 of our staff have been trained in A.R.P, and first aid work. 
You will be glad to know that we have instituted a system of 
allowances for all married men serving with H.M. Forces and 
in certain other special cases we are supplementing Army pay. 

One very important way in which the firm are helping the 
national war effort is in the matter of War Savings Certifi- 
cates. The various savings groups which have already been 
formed have 10,236 subscribers, and it is hoped that there will 
be a material increase in the individual holdings in the next few 
months. 

During the year we have opened 25 new branches and, owing 
primarily to war conditions, have closed 10. The total number 
open at the end of March was 1,210. 

As you will be aware, owing to the control of timber as well 
as of other building requisites, it is now practically impossible 
to carry out any alterations beyond those absolutely necessary 
on the medicinal side of the business. Our shopfitting works, 
however, are being kept employed on Government work. 

Last year I referred in my speech to the steady increase 
which had taken place in our export trade. This year I am 
glad to be able to report further substantial development. The 
figures for the first four calendar months of this year are more 
than double those of the corresponding period of last year. 

As you know, the Government have asked all companies to 
pay particular attention to the development and expansion of 
their export business. We have taken our responsibilities in 
this connection very seriously and are only too anxious to play 
our part in association with export groups, to several of which 
we already belong. We are also co-operating with other export 
ing pharmaceutical organisations to the same end. In order to 
assist the Government's effort in this important matter it has 
been necessary for a time io ration the home market in a few 
lines. 

MEDICINAL RESEARCH 

The undesirability of perpetuating the goodwill in enemy 
proprietary medicines has led us to elaborate processes for the 
inanufacture of British-made equivalents, and in several cases 
our products are now on the market. Methods of manufacture 
of other foreign-made drugs have also been under investiga 
tion by our research department since British manufacture 
would both save import and therefore shipping space, and also 
give us further lines to export. 

All these tasks have thrown a very large amount of work on 
our research department and we have consequently expanded it 
very considerably. 

The processes elaborated in our research department lead to 
production in the fine chemical department, and this has conse 
quently also been extended. It may be of interest to note that 
the fine chemical department was called into being in 1915 as 
a result of the last war, and has constantly developed during 
the last twenty-five years. It is now a valuable asset not only 
to the firm but also to the nation, particularly in its capacity 
for producing medicinal chemicals for home and export. 

AGRICULTURE AND VETERINARY 

We are conducting a considerable volume of research on the 
influence of nutri‘ion and the special significance of trace ele 
ments on the health of farm stock as well as on the treatment 
of various diseases of animals. In this work we are co 
operating with agricultural colleges, and also with individual 
veterinarians. We regard this side of our work as so important 
that we have now increased our staff on this side by the addition 
of a full-time veterinary surgeon of the highest standing to 
advise us. 

Following researches on chemicals which stimulate the root 
growth of plants, carried out in association with high authori 
ties on the biological side. we have introduced a new product. 
** Harvesan,”’ containing these ‘‘ growth hormones,’’ in addition 
to the mercurial salts which protect crops from certain diseases 
Extensive field experiments have proved that higher yields of 
grain and other crops can be obtained by the use of this pre 
paration. 

HORTICULTURE 

During the last few years we have been busy building sound 
foundations on the horticultural side of our business, the conse- 
quence being that when the call came for the nation to grow 
more of its own food we were in a position to give real help, 
and this has led to a rapid expansion on that side of our 
business. 

Since the war began we have assisted the Ministry of Agri 
culture by distributing through our branches some 300.000 of 
their leaflets dealing with food production in garden or farm. 

Nobody to-day would forecast the business future, but our 
shareholders can rest assured that they have a sound business, 
well distributed for retail sales, and an organisation determined 
under all circumstances to live up to the slogan ‘‘ Chemists to 
the Nation.’ 

The report was unanimously adopted.

Wholesale prices, as measured by the Board of Trade 
monthly index number, were about 1 per cent. higher 
in May than in April, food and tobacco prices increas- 
ing by nearly 2 per cent. and those of industrial mate- 
rials and manufactures by about } per cent.

The re-grouped data, in which the prices of industrial 
materials and manufactures (except fuel) are classified 
according to the stage of completion reached by the 
products concerned, showed little change in basic mate- 
rials in comparison with April and a rise of only 4 per 
cent. in both intermediate products and manufac- 
tured articles; compared with August 1939, these have 
risen by 61 per cent., 32 per cent. and 20} per cent., 
respectively. Prices of building materials were about 
1 per cent, higher than in April and 11} per cent. higher 
than in August 19389. 


The increased duty on tobacco affected the food and 
tobacco group in the first week, and there were some 
rises in food prices towards the end of the month; prices 
of industrial materials and manufactures rose somewhat 
in the first half of the month, but subsequently 
movements were not significant.

Food and Tobacco.—The rise of nearly 2 per cent, in 
the index for food and tobacco was mainly due to the 
miscellaneous group, which rose by about 4 per cent. 





Special Articles—Continued 


The increase of 4s. per lb. in the duty on tobacco, 
operative as from 24 April and representing a rise of 
about 25-30 per cent. on the descriptions for which 
particulars are included in the index, was fully effective 
in the May calculation. Other changes in this group 
were the considerable price increases for oranges and 
seasonal—and_ smaller rises for 
bananas and imported cheese; the decreases were in 
respect of milk, where the seasonal reduction in the 
contract price represented a fall of about 154 per cent., 
seasonal declines for apples and onions, and small 
decreases in the price of margarine and coffee. The 
small increase for the cereals group (0°8 per cent.) was 
due essentially to higher prices for maize. There were 
only two changes in the meat, fish and eggs group, 
eggs becoming dearer and fish cheaper. 


tomatoes—partly 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—The largest 
movement was in respect of coal—an increase of nearly 
4 per cent. for the group as a result of rises ranging 
from 2 to 9 per cent. for the individual items. The 
increases for household coal were in contrast to the 
usual seasonal declines recorded in May. The increase 
of about 14 per cent. for the chemicals and oils group 
was mainly due to the price advances for petroleum 
on 22 May, viz.: motor spirit, 14d. per gallon (64 per 
cent.); fuel oil, 1d. per gallon (16 per cent.), and 
burning oil, 1d. per gallon (103 per cent.). Sulphuric 
acid and coal-tar products were about 3 per cent. 
dearer. Among textiles, prices of raw cotton and 
cotton yarns moved downward, the group index being 
lower by nearly 1 per cent.; wool prices were virtually 
unchanged, silk and hemp were rather dearer, and 
jute cheaper. In the iron and steel group, the price of 
heavy melting scrap was advanced by about 14 per 
cent., while tinplates were 3-5 per cent. cheaper. Tin 
was about 44 per cent. dearer, prices realised in May 
being the highest since April 1937. The rise of nearly 
1 per cent. for the miscellaneous group was mainly 
due to higher prices for nearly all descriptions of build- 
ing materials, increases ranging up to 6 per cent. The 
monthly average price for rubber in May was about 6 
per cent, higher than in April, and the price of waste 
paper (newspapers) was advanced at the end of May 
by about 164 per cent. Goatskins were about 12 per 
cent, cheaper.

BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 
AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the 
United Kingdom from postal traffic per working day in 
each month from January 1939 to April 1940 are 
shown below. Telegraph and telephone receipts, savings 
bank and money and postal order business are ex- 
cluded, but the value of postage stamps used for receipt 
stamps and other revenue duties is included. The 
figures form an approximately correct index of the 
movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled expressed in terms of postage. 


In the past it has been the practice of the Post Office 
to include certain periodical receipts and adjustments 
of postal revenue, which, while not related to current 
postal traffic, have not upset the comparison of monthly 
figures with those of earlier years owing to the regu- 
larity with which they have appeared in the accounts, 
e.g. the substantial sums received quarterly from the 
Unemployed Assistance Board (see note in the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal,’’ 29 April 1937, page 603). Owing to 
fluctuations in the amounts of these items and to delays 
in accounting consequent upon war conditions, they 
are now excluded, and in order to afford a comparison 
between 1939 and 1940, the Post Office have furnished 
revised figures on the new basis as from January 1939, 
which appear in the table below. A suitable adjust- 
ment has been made in the index numbers based on 
the corresponding periods of 1924-34 (except 1926).

Postal receipts in April were 2°5 per cent. lower than 
a year earlier, as compared with a decline of 9°6 per 
cent. in March and of nearly 11 per cent. in January. 
The index number, based on the average receipts in 
the corresponding period of 1924-34 (except 1926), for 
April (115-7) was the highest so far for any war month 
und compares with an average of 1103 in January 
to March and of 109°3 in the last quarter of 1939. 
The index number for August last was 119°6.

EXCHANGE CONTROL 
NEW MEASURES 


Important steps have been taken by H.M. Govern- 
ment in continuation of the policy of basing foreign 
trade on the official rate of exchange and of limiting 
the volume of transactions in the free market for 
sterling. 

1. For the time being no licences will be given for 
the sale in the United Kingdom of securities owned by 
persons resident outside the sterling and franc areas. 

2. All exports from the United Kingdom to the 
United States of America and Switzerland will have to 
be paid for in sterling obtained from the Exchange 
Control at Official rates or else in U.S. dollars or Swiss 
franes, respectively. Exchange will normally be pro- 
vided in their own currencies to residents in the U.S.A. 
and Switzerland in respect of commercial and current 
financial payments (including interest and dividends) 
due to them. [See the Order-in-Council (S.R. & O., 
1940, No. 892, price 1d.) and the Defence (Finance) 
(Export of Goods) (No. 1) Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 
1940, No. 894, price 1d.) made thereunder. ] 

3. As regards transactions with other countries out- 
side the sterling and Allied areas, broadly speaking the 
same effect will be achieved by extending the system 
of Payments Agreements and Special Accounts, which 
enables settlement to be effected in sterling through 
official channels at official rates. Orders have already 
been made under these regulations which apply to 
Sweden, with which a Payments Agreement iis already 
in existence: under them current payments to resi- 
dents in Sweden may only be made in Swedish kronor 
purchased from an authorised dealer, or in sterling for 
transfer to a Swedish special account; and exports to 
Sweden must be paid for in Swedish kronor or in 


| 





sterling from a Swedish special account. [See the 
Order-in-Council and the Treasury Order mentioned in 
paragraph 2 above, and also the Defence (Finance) 
(Restrictions of Payments) (No. 1) Order, 1940 (8.R. 
& O., 1940, No. 895, price 1d.).] 

4. The regulations requiring payment for exports of 
jute, rubber, tin, whisky, fur and diamonds to certain 
countries (including Belgium, the Belgian Congo, the 
Netherlands and the Netherlands Empire, and the 
countries of South and Central America) to be obtained 
in certain specified currencies (or in sterling obtained 
from the Exchange Control against those currencies) 
have now been revoked in the case of exports to coun- 
tries other than the U.S.A. and Switzerland. 

5. Similar arrangements have been or will be made 
by other countries in the sterling area. 


United Kingdom trade with the sterling area, Canada 
and the Allied areas will not be affected by these 
measures. 

The new measures are briefly summarised above; but 
they involve considerable changes in practice and also 
in the formalities to be earried out. Notices to im- 
porters and exporters describing the effect of the new 
procedure are available at all banks, and they are 
advised to familiarise themselves with it as soon as 
possible.

MINISTRY OF SUPPLY 
PAPER CONTROL 

The Minister of Supply has issued a Direction 
(No. 2) (S.R. & O., 1940) under the Control of 
Paper (No. 16) Order, 1940 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 30 May 1940, pages 521 and 522). This 
Direction modifies the provisions of the Order by 
permitting the exhibition, whether or not at the place 
of sale, of posters relating to the sale of goods, and 
either printed before 1 August 1940, on paper specially 
prepared for poster printing before 27 May, or made 
by printing on the back of old posters. The Direction 
also lays down the conditions in which paper may be 
used to produce a poster the area of which exceeds 
2,400 square inches. Slight modifications to the pro- 
visions of the Order affecting the insertion of advertis- 
ing matter in parcels, ete., are also announced.

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY 
ITALY 

The Treasury and Board of Trade point out that 
persons and concerns resident or carrying on business 
in, or controlled from, Italy and other Italian terri- 
tories are now ‘* enemy ’”’ within the meaning of the 
‘Trading with the Enemy Act, 1939. It is accordingly 
an offence to have any intercourse or dealings, direct 
or indirect, with or for the benefit of any such person 
or concern or with any person or concern acting as an 
agent for the enemy. 

Under the Trading with the Enemy (Custodian) Order 
(S.R. & O., 1939, No. 1198) (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 21 September 1939, page 437) no person 
without permission may transfer or deal with any pro- 
perty of any enemy. Returns are required to be made 
to the Custodian of Enemy Property, c/o the Public 
Trustee, Sardinia Street, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
of any property (including shares, stock, ete., in British 
companies) held or managed by or on behalf of an 
enemy, and of any money (not being money payable to 
the Anglo-Italian Clearing Office) payable to or for the 
benefit of an enemy, e.g. bank balances, debts, profits, 
interest, ete. Such money must be paid to the Cus- 
todian within 14 days. 

Persons holding cheques drawn by those now enemy 
on United Kingdom banks should consult their bankers, 
who will receive official directions for making payment 
in approved cases. 

ANGLO-ITALIAN CLEARING OFFICE 

The Controller of the Anglo-Italian Clearing Office 
announces that, under the provisions of Section 8 of 
the Trading with the Enemy Act, 1939, the operations 
of the Debts Clearing Offices Act, 1934, and of the 
Treasury Orders made thereunder in relation to the 
Anglo-Italian Clearing Office continue in effect so far 
as regards payment of all debts to which the Orders 
apply—i.e. debts.in respect of the price of Italian goods 
imported into the United Kingdom. These wil! con- 
tinue to be made in the ordinary way to the Bank of 
England for the account of the Anglo-Italian Clearing 
Office.

UNITED KINGDOM—ROUMANIA 
TRADE AND PAYMENTS AGREEMENT 


A new Agreement has been concluded with the Roumanian 
Government regarding trade and payments. It is generally 
agreed that the payments arrangements concluded last July 
are not wholly suitable under present conditions, and they 
have therefore been terminated. In the new Agreement 
the Roumanian Government have undertaken to provide 
the sterling necessary to enable all debts covered by the 
previous arrangements to be punctually paid. 


The effect of the new Agreement is that debts due from 
persons in the United Kingdom in respect of the price of 
Roumanian goods exported to the United Kingdom from 
Roumania before 17 June 1940 will be payable to the 
account of the Controller of the Anglo-Roumanian Clearing 
Office and that these amounts, together with existing 
balances in the Clearing Office accounts, will be allocated 
in accordance with the provisions of the Trade and Pay- 
ments Agreement of 12 July 1939. 


On the other hand, debts due in respect of the price of 
Roumanian goods destined for the United Kingdom and 
exported from Roumania on or after 17 June 1940 will be 
payable to the Bank of England to an account in the name 
of the National Bank of Roumania called the Intermediate 
\ccount. Moreover, payments must now be made to the 
Intermediate Account for all debts due from persons in the 
United Kingdom to persons in Roumania in respect of the 
price of goods, other than those already mentioned and in 
respect of freight insurance or financial transactions of a 
revenue nature. No part of the sterling paid to the Inter- 
mediate Account will be placed at the disposal of the 
exporter for sale at market rates, for he is now obliged 
under the Roumanian regulations to surrender the whole 
of the sterling to the National Bank of Roumania at the 
official rate of exchange for sterling published in Bucharest, 
together with such premium or premiums on that rate as, 
under the Roumanian exchange regulations, are applied to 


strong currencies. The rate of exchange, including 


premiums, is approximately 852 lei to the £ at the moment. 


Arrangements have been made for a substantial part of 
the proceeds of the sterling derived from imports of 
Roumanian goods to be available to pay for United King- 
dom exports to that country. Such exports will, as hitherto 
required, he accompanied by a certificate of origin in 
duplicate issued by the bodies authorised for that purpose. 


United Kingdom exporters should note that where they 
are selling to Roumania on credit terms the Roumanian 
authorities are prepared to provide their customer, on 
application, with a certificate that sterling will be available 
at the due date; such application should be made at the 
time when the import licence is being obtained. 


A portion of the sterling arising from Roumanian sale: 
in this country will also be available to pay for purchase: 
by Roumania from the sterling area. 


CANADA URUGUAY 
TRADE AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Canada- 
Uruguay Trade Agreement signed at Ottawa on 12 August 
1936, which, inter alia, provides for reciprocal most- 
favoured-nation treatment in all matters concerning Cus- 
toms duties, etc., and exchange. The advantages accorded 
by Uruguay exclusively to Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil and 
Paraguay and those accorded by Canada to other territories 
of the British Empire are excepted from this treatment. 


The Agreement, which was ratified on 15 April 1940, came 
into foree on 15 May 1940. It will remain in force for a 
period of three years and thereafter subject to six months’ 
notice of termination.

AUSTRALIA 
IMPORT LICENSING REGULATIONS: 
BOOKS, PERIODICALS, MUSIC AND PRINTED 
MATTER 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade copies of the New South 
Wales Customs Order of 12 April showing the restrictions 
on the importation of books, periodicals, etc., from non- 
sterling countries. The restrictions range from complete 
prohibition to limitation to the value imported during the 
year ended 30 June 1939, according to the type of publica- 
tion, and detailed lists of the titles of the several 
periodicals, etc., which have so far come under the notice 
of the Central Office for regulation are attached to the 
Order.

EXPORT PROHIBITIONS: PRECIOUS STONES 


Proclamation No. 486, published in the ‘‘ Commonwealth 
(iovernment Gazette ’’ of 9 May 1940, prohibits the export 
from Australia, except with the consent of the Minister for 
[rade and Customs, of precious stones. New South Wales 
Customs Circular W 40/177, dated 10 May, states that the 
term ‘‘ precious stones” is to be interpreted as including 
precious stones made up into articles of jewellery as well 
as unset stones, and that their export through the post office 
shall be subject to a licence to export through the post 
being obtained from the Customs authorities. 


BRITISH INDIA 
KXPORT PROHIBITIONS 


The ‘‘ Gazette of India ” of 15 May 1940 contains Notifi- 
cation No. 65-C.W. (9)/40 issued in the Department of 
Commerce on the same date which supersedes Notification 
No. 65-C.W. (20)/39 (published in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 21 December 1939). 

The Notification prohibits the taking by sea or by land 
out of British India to any place outside India or Burma 
of any goods of the description specified in the Schedule 
hereto annexed, except the following, namely :— 

(a) any goods consigned to or destined for the French or 

Portuguese possessions in India and intended for 
use or consumption therein ; 


(b) any goods consigned by land to any other country 
contiguous to the land frontier of India and in- 
tended for use or consumption therein ; 

(c) any goods of the description specified in Part EK 
of the Schedule and consigned to or destined for 
any part of the British Kmpire including Man- 
dated Territories ; 

(d) any goods of the description specified in Part C of 
the Schedule and covered by an export licence 
issued by the Central Government in the Depart- 
ment of Supply; 

(ec) any goods of the description specified in Part B, D 
or E of the Schedule and covered by an export 
licence issued by or under the orders of the Chief 
Customs Officer or Collector of Land Customs;

A United States Treasury Decision [T.D. 50142], pub- 
lished on 2 May, notifies that :— 


(1) Steel rings, forged and annealed, unmachined, and 
steel rings cut from annealed tubing and rough-bored, com- 
posed of a bearing steel containing about 1 per centum 
carbon and 1 per centum to 2 per centum chromium, are 
dutiable at 45 per centum ad valorem under paragraph 397, 
rather than at 25 per centum ad valorem under paragraph 
319 and on the basis of their chromium content under para- 
graph 305.

CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS ACT, 1938 


EXHIBITORS’ RETURNS FOR 1938-39 AND 
FILMS REGISTERED IN 1989-40 


The Board of Trade announce that the examination of 
the returns for the year ended 30 September 1939, fur- 
nished by exhibitors under the Cinematograph Films Act, 
1938, shows that during that period the aggregate length 
(including repeated performances) of registered films ex- 
hibited in cinematograph theatres in Great Britain was 
45,776 million feet, as compared with 44,999 million feet 
in the previous year. The total length of registered British 
films exhibited was 10,618 million feet, or 23-2 per cent. 
of the whole, as compared with 25-7 per cent. for the year 
ended 30 September 1938. 

The aggregate length of long films (i.e. films of 3,000 feet 
and over) included in the above figures was 41,616 million 
feet, of which 9,475 million feet or 22-8 per cent. were 
British, as compared with 26-4 per cent. for the year ended 
30 September 1938. 

Under the Act, the minimum proportion of British 
films which exhibitors were required to show during the 
year ended 30 September 1939 was 12} per cent.
